Soprano Jane Leibel has earned praise for her “crystalline, strong soprano” (Opera Canada) and 
“vibrant, sweet, fresh singing” (The Globe and Mail) She holds a DMA from the University of 
Michigan in Voice Performance, a master’s degree from the University of North Texas State, an 
opera diploma from the University of Toronto, and a Bachelor of Music from the University of 
Regina. Twice she has been a prizewinner in the Friedrich Schorr competition, a semi-finalist in 
the Belvedere International Competition and the winner of the Eckhardt-Gramatte National 
Competition for the performance of twentieth-century music. She has performed operatic and 
concert roles with the Vancouver Opera, the Vancouver Symphony, Opera Pacific, the Regina 
Symphony, the Manitoba Opera, Opera Atelier, Opera in Concert, and has performed recitals 
with pianist Maureen Volk in Paris, New York and St. Pierre France. Her debut CD Songs and 
Sonnets was released in December 2005. Her 2012 Centaur Records release is entitled: Songs of 
the Bubble Ring: The Music of John Greer and Clifford Crawley (with the composer, John 
Greer, as pianist). Jane is a member of the voice faculty in the School of Music at Memorial 
University of Newfoundland.
